玉 wok，a_ university scholarship 
student， was granted her visa and 
was scheduledto leave for London 
on a chartered flight Monday. 

Complications in the visa ap- 
proval arose when authorities 
learned 玉 wok had emigrated to 
the United States in 1970 .from 
Hong 玉 Kong. Her family at that 
time immigrated to England. Tech- 
nically she was listed as a stateless 
person.

Chinese New Year's celebration 
and anmniversary party at the Hong 
Say Association on February 5 
ended with the arrest of 77 per- 
SOns。 

Police reported that they found 
35 men gathered around a pai kow 
(dominoes and dice game) table in 
one part- of the building. More 
than $5,000 in cash and gambling 
chips was confiscated，according 
to the report. 

Witnesses said thepolice cleared 
the two-story club quarters of 
People after frisking them，al- 
though many Present were un- 
aware of the gambling activity. 

Association members com- 
Plained of their treatment by 
police. 

“IT was pushed around like a 
football,” said Wesley Tao，an 
association member. 

Some reported that they were 
grabbed around the neck and 
dragged on the floor. Many were 
knocked to the floor while police- 
men pushed their way into the 
club house. 

Mayor Wes Uhlman publicly 
apologized the following day for 
the police department.，、Uhlman 
said, “It appears that there were 
Some irregularities on the part of 
tbhe police”; he added that “severe 
disciplinary actions” would be 
taken 这 the reports of misconduct 
on the part of the officers were 


true. 

Virtually everyone in the club 
house was forced to stand with 
hands clasped on top of their 
heads before being loaded into 
the paddy wagon,， the mayor was 
told. Some spent Six to seven 
hours awaiting release. 

The 75. adults arrested were 
fingerprnted，and had their Pic- 
tures taken. Their names were run 
through both the state and na- 
tional criminal identification cen- 
ters. 

The two juveniles arrested，girls 
15 and 16，were referred to the 
Juvenile Court and released to 
their parents，who had posted bail . 
to free themselves, 

Mayor Uhlman said he was“very 
angry” over the fact that the 
adults were booked into the City 
Jail instead of given citations. 

An oficer explained that many 
of those present were not Seattle 
residents and the language prob- 
lem between officers and several 
of the men and women present 
made it difficult to obtain the 
necessary information to write ouUt 
citations. 

Of the 77，arrested，70 are 
charged with being present where 
gambling was taking place，five 
were charged with gamblng，one 
was booked on suspicion of gam- 
bling， and one for carrying a con- 
cealed weapon. 
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EDITORIAL 
CLOSER TIES 


The ending of the war in Vietnam and the changed politi- 
cal climate in Peking have moved the United States and 
China another step closer. Dr. Henry Kissinger's recent trip 
to China has resulted in an unusual communique. Unusual 
in the sense that China has agreed to send their representa- 
tives to Washington while the Nationalists still maintain an 
embassy there. Unusual in another sense that the two na- 
tions are conducting business in an official manner without 
“diplomatic recognition”of one another. 

We applaud the flexibility of both the Chinese and Ameri- 
can govermments. Closer ties between the two nations do 
not mean that the Chinese has gone capitalist nor the 
American communist， However，this does signify a new 
understanding and a realistic appraisal of the:current world 
Situation by both govermiments. Even the Nationalists，who 
seem to be caught in an embarrassed Position, should rejoice 
that the United States has not，as yet, nullified any of its 
treaty commitments to them. 

As Chimese-Americans，we conslder ourselves Americans 
first, So long as the improved Sino-American relations ease 
world tenslion，Ppromote bilateral trade and cultural ex- 
changes，and set the direction of American foreign policy 
toward Peace,， we are for it.

The“golden arches”of the Mc- 
Donald's hamburger chain have 
become tarnished recently。Last， 
month， employees of McDonald's， 
citing withheld tps and 
tary” lie detector tests for the 
workers，brought the firm before 
the National Labor Relations 
Board. 

Last Thursday，before the Hu- 
man Rights Commission，repre- 
sentatives of the. Oceanview-Mer- 
ced Heights-Ingleside (OMI) com- 
Imunity protested working condi- 
tions at the 1201 Ocean Avenue 
McDonald's，and succeeded in ar- 
ranging 3a meeting with McDon- 
alds management for March 6 at 
the HRC office. 


Citing a $1.65 beginning wage 
and the limitation of working 
hours to three or four Per day， 
Claude Everhart，OMI executive 
secretary, chargedthat McDonald's 
does not permit young workers to 
receive a salary adequate for their 
needs. Everhart also criticized the 
lack of grievance Procedures for 
employees, the decline in the pro- 
Portion of community representa- 
tives holding jobs (from about 39 
out of 70 to about 21 out of 71)， 
and the lack of a training program 
to _ prepare ,employees for higher 
management positions with the 
chain. 

“Not one cent of this money 
($93,000 gross per month for the 
1201 Ocean location) goes back 
into the community in the form 
of support for its needs,， charged 
Herbert Yarbrough, youth coordi- 
nator for the OMI Youth Council， 
before-the HRC. 


The operations manager for Mc- 
Donald's，Bob Colvin，admitted 
that the Ocean Avenue site was 
one of the chain's most lucrative， 
and when he offered to meet with 
OMI representatives, a mmeeting was 
set Up on the spot. 

At the March 6 meeting，there 
will be present representatives of 
McDonald's, the OMI community， 
and the Culinary Union as well, in 
order，said Everhart，to preclude 
invalidation of any agreementlater 
should theemployees be OF 
in a union. 

The HRC also heard a presenta- 
tion about the problems of the 
34,000-strong Filipino community. 


“Americans of Filipino ancestry . 


are the fastest growing minority in 
San Francisco”said Sid Valledor， 
director of Project Hanapin at 
Maglingkod (Filipino for Find and 
Serve),，a _ community organization 
formed four months ago. 

Citing a racial and ethnic em- 
ployment pattern survey conduct- 
ed by the Commission， Valledor 
said that the Filipinos comprised 
only 1.5 per cent of the city s 
total employee work force，al- 
though they are five per cent of 
city's population. 

Valledor also mentioned the lack 
of Filipino representation on city 
-commissions and the fact that 
there is only one full-ttme non- 
substitute Filipino teacher for 
every 550 Filipino students in San 
Francisco.

San Francisco Chinatown. 

TONE WAS RACIAL 

Emphasis was Placed on the 
early grueling experience of the 
Chinese in gaining a share of the, 
economic opportunities in Cali- 
formia. As aptiy described by the 
title of the essay, they found nota 
mountain of gold，but of lead， 
filled with disapPpointment and de- 
spair.“The prevailing sentimnent of 
California was anti-Chinese，the 
moods were hostile，and tone was 
racial,”states the author. Most of 
them somehow were able to with- 
stand the atrocities inflicted upon 
them，waiting for the day when 
they could amass a“fortune”and 
return to China. 

During the first three decades of 
the Present century, a majority of 
the American-born Chinese，cormr 
fronted with racial discrimination 
in all areas，had thought of -ex- 
patriating to _ China and seeking 
their careers there，although few 
ever did. However, during and sub- 
sequent to World War II, the Chi- 
nese“began to see a glitter in the 
Golden Mountain.” 

They were gradually accepted in 
many types of occupations. We 
saw the emergence of the middle- 
class Chinese who lived apart from 
the Chinatowns and who began to 
take some part in the American 
mainstream of life. 

Nevertheless, some are Uncertain 
-about their identity，as cogently 
jllustrated by this comment made 
by a student and quoted by the 
author: “I have concluded that 
we，the younger generation，have 
nothing to be proud of except the 
time-worn accomplishment of our
